"Modulator tubes are NOT 7C5. 7xx tubes are ‘loctal' types. 
Sockets on Gonset chassis are 7 pin miniature. Guess you 
have a choice. What do you want as modulator tubes - 6AQ5 - 
6BF5 - 6BM5 - 6DS5 - 12AQ5 (or several other possibilities) 


Suspect the 6AQ5 to be the best option. Original tubes were 
not 7C5 either (sockets have not been changed). Circuitry 
supplying the socket has been altered. Since schematic shows 
7C5's in modulator application, and are not, how much more of 
the circuitry does not match the schematic? 


May be a real barrel of snakes. No, wait just a moment. 6AQ5 

is a relatively tall bulb isn't it? Chassis has ‘hold down' clips for 
these two tubes and they may be for a shorter tube.......... aw shucks! 
But then, we don't care so much about the locking clips provided the 
electronics are correct. 6AQ5 has an appreciably different Rp from the 
705. But if the circuit was not designed around the 7C5 to begin 
with......... you may have to jack this one up and run another in under 
it. And we wonder why our hair turns grey and falls out!"

Radio Friends: 


Being heavily inspired by K2TQN's most excellent 
web page about Maj. Armstrong and Harry Houck - I've had 
it in my heart to find one of the Measurements Corp. 
Model 59 "Megacycle Meter" Grid Dip Osc. 
Again persistance pays off and one was delivered on Fri, 
s/n 7282, although in need of a little cleaning, repair and 
TLC - fortunately some meter parts from another Measurements 


instrument replaced the cracked glass and broken bezel 
perfectly, and a good thorough cleaning with toothbrush 

and GC de-ox-id (outside in the sun due to those gaa aweful 
fumes!) has restored the black wrinkle finish to near new 
condition - except for a few stains. Also one end of the handle 
is slightly indented, coils are cracked tho electrically intact, 
and the 2-5Mhz one is missing altogether. 


The fun begins, however, when it was checked against a 
transmitter tank, last tuned up on 7.1Mhz, and got a very 
good dip there. Next, checking it against an FM tuner 
gets a nice dip up around 90 and 100 Mhz. However I notice 
it does a certain 'flip' around resonance - approaching 
the center freq it will jump to the other side. 

This must be an intentional feature to create the little 
‘click' in the phones when measuring an unknown? 


Lastly, we take a piece of B&W miniductor stock, 1" x 3" 
at 16 turns/inch, enter that into a cardboard slipstick 
"Allied's Rapid RF Resonance and coil winding Calculator" 
and get 17uH. Solder a 47pf cap across that and use the 
formula f=1/ (2 * pi * sqrt (LC) ) to predict a 

freq of 5.6Mhz and sure enough, the model 59 completely 
agrees. 


I love it when that happens!

I had the same problem with one of my BC-611s. I find that an open flame 
from a match will usually remove the enamel from the litz wire. You do have 
to be careful as to not get the flame too close as you will then melt or 
burn the wire. Then cleaning with fine steel wool or a sharp instrument will 


allow you to have bare copper which is readily tinable. Congratulations on 
attempting that repair. Having had done it myself, I know it is no piece of 
cake, HI.
